The N.C. Department of Transportation will hold a public meeting regarding the proposed project to 

upgrade East Broad Street and implement access management solutions from Vine Street to Signal Hill 

Drive in Statesville. Access management is used to control access along roadways to improve traffic flow, 

reduce crashes, and decrease vehicle conflicts. The meeting will take place on Tuesday, January 30, 2018 

from 5 p.m. to 7 p.m. at the Statesville Fitness and Activity Center located at 1875 Simonton Road in 

Statesville.  

 

The purpose of the public meeting will be to gather input from the public on the proposed design.
